World War. 
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Ebenhauscn, Bavaria. March 
6 
< AP>.—Admiral Alfred Von Tirpitz. 
leader of the German naval forces 
during the World War. died here 
loday. 
The end came in a hospital here. 
The former Lord High Admiral of 
the German navy who began the 
submarine warfare which eventually 
drew the United States into the war 
and led to Germany's defeat was 80 
years old. 
Von Tirpitz had suffered from the 
past 
week 
with 
bronchitis 
from 
which he had begun 
to 
recover 
However his heart was so weaken­ 
ed that he was transferred from his 
home to a sanitarium where the 
end came 
From the time he was 20 until 
he broke with the Kaiser in 1916

Twenty-eight 
thousand 
unfit 
automobiles will be removed from 
Pennsylvania highways during the 
coming year in an effort which is 
part of a national highway safety 
plan undertaken by various com­ 
panies in the automobile industry. 
us announced by the National Auto­ 
mobile Chamber of Commerce The 
program will involve the expendi­ 
ture of approximately $1,050,000 in 
this state. 
Nationally, the motor 
companies plan to scrap 400.000 old 
automobiles in 1930, at a cost of 
about $15,000,000. 
The program is characterized as 
"perhaps the greatest single safety 
move in industrial history." by Al­ 
van Macauley, president 
of 
the 
automobile chamber, 
and 
former 
.chairm an of its street traffic com­ 
mittee. 
Unsafe Cars 
• Tilts widespread experiment will 
strike right at the heart of the un­ 
safe vehicle problem by eliminating 
a huge block of those cars which 
are in the poorest condition." says 
Mr. Macauley. 
"The rattle-trap car is only one 
factor 
in the accident 
difficulty. 
Unsafe, incompetent and reckless 
drivers, as well as

As the result of an automobile 
accident on the Harrisburg road, a 
half mile south of York Springs, 
November 3, 1928, Miss Carolyn A. 
Harmon, of Hazleton, has Instituted 
an action in trespass for $20,000 
against Miss Mary M Martin, Bal­ 
timore street, daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. H, B Martin, in the court of 
common pleas here. 
The accident occurred while Miss 
M artin, a senior at Gettysburg col­ 
lege, was taking several friends to 
the Gettysburg-Dickinson 
football 
game in Harrisburg. In some m an­ 
ner the driver lost control of the 
machine with the result that it left 
the highway and upset. 
fiirl Seriously Hurt 
The plaintiff, also a member of 
the present senior class at college, 
and Arthur A. Loveland, Scranton. 
were the most seriously injured in 
the crash. According to Miss Har­ 
mon's statement of claim, filed by 
Attorney J. Donald Swope, she suf­ 
fered <a fractured pelvis, a disloca­ 
tion of the right knee. a cut on the 
face and other injuries., as a result 
of which she was confined to the 
Warner hospital here until January 
27. 1929. 
Later she returned to 
Hazleton w'here she received medi­ 
cal attention at the hospital there. 
George C. Frantz, Scranton, and 
William H. Snyder, West Chester, 
the other occupants of the car, es­ 
caped with only minor injuries. 
Miss Harmon alleges that as a re­ 
sult Of the accident she was obliged 
to miss a semester of school and to 
take a summer course to catch up 
With lier class. This caused her the 
loss of a summer’s earnings and the 
outlay of tuition which otherwise 
she would not have had to pay. 
Carried Insurance 
Besides asking damages for in­ 
juries, loss of time, hospital and 
doctors* 
expenses.

Harmon 
seeks damages for “great pain and 
anguish of mind and body” which 
she has and will suffer as a result 
of her injuries 
According to her 
statement of claim, the accident re­ 
sulted from the “high, dangerous 
and unsafe rate of speed" at which 
Mias Martin was operating the car 
According to reports, Mr. Martin, 
the defendant's father, carried lia­ 
bility insurance on the automobile, 
and the suit us an amicable proceed 
I ing to obi lect damages from the in­ 
surance company.
